No.F. 10(3)/Fin(Rev-I)/2013-14/ .-In exercise of the powers conferred 

by sub-section (1) of section 81 of the Delhi Excise Act, 2009 (Delhi Act 10 of 2010), the 
Government of National Capital Territory of Delhi hereby makes the following rules to 
further amend the Delhi Excise Rules, 2010, namely:- 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Delhi Excise 
(Amendment) Rules, 2013. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 32.- In the Delhi Excise Rules, 2010 in rule 32 in sub rule (1) 
Class of licences and autliorities to grant and renew licences, after Sl.No.28, the

3. Amendment of rule 41.- In the Delhi Excise Rules, 2010 for rule 41, the following 
shall be substituted, namely: - 


All applications for the renewal of licenses except and permits shall be received 
in the office of the Deputy Commissioner before the end of February each year along 
with license or permit fee, payable for the renewal of license or permit. In case of 
delay, the Deputy Commissioner may admit such application before the expiry of the 
license or permit, provided that there are good and sufficient reason for the delay on 
payment of additional fee of twenty-five percent of the prescribed license or permit 
fee: 


Provided that the application for renewal of license or permit including those 
granted in the month of March may be admitted after the expiry of the license or 
permit, if there are good and sufficient reasons for the delay on payment of double 
the amount of license or permit fee payable, and the license or permit may be 
renewed with the approval of the Excise Commissioner: 

Provided further that in case of licence in form L-15/L-15F, L-16/L-16F, L- 
17/17F, L18/L-18F and L-18A/L-18AF, the licence fee is payable in two equal 
installments after completion of all documentary requirements. First 
installment of 50% of the licence fee should be paid before end of February each 



year, failing which additional fee of 25% of 1*‘ installment shall be payable till 
31 March and beyond that double the amount of 1** installment shall be 
payable. Second Installment of remaining balance amount of license fees should 
be paid before 30*'' September each year alongwith interest @ 12% per annum, 
failing which donble the amount of 2"'' installment shall be payable.”. 

4. Amendment of rule 44. - In the Delhi Excise Rules, 2010, in rule 44, for sub-rule (7), 
the following shall be substituted, namely: - 

“(7) In no case service of liquor from holder of licenses in form L-16, L-17, L- 
28, L-29 shall be allowed except in case of functions organized by the 
hospitality organization. Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, 
Diplomatic missions on the recommendations of Ministry of External Affairs, 
Government of India and at temporary place at a restaurant.” 


5. Amendment of rule 154. - In the Delhi Excise Rules, 2010, in rule 154, in sub-rule 
(2) after Sl.No.l2, the following shall be inserted, namely: -
